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identified German prisoners still being held in the Soviet Union. Ihe lead article 
of the 7 February 1952 edition etates “Stalin promised white teds and then made slaves 
of hundreds of thousands of German war prisoners”. Sue emphasis was placed on the eeti 
llehaent of the European Defense Community and problems of Western defense. Front 
page space wae devoted to these subjects in eaeh of the four issues., feature 
stories covered a wide variety of topics* from Modern tanks to ths policies of 
Mstternich. Occasionally ths DSZ attacks a Western policy* or prods the Bonn Gov- 
ernment. Such activity does not oospore in scope with the firm anti -Communist 
stand taken by the paper* but does contribute toward the preservation of its indigen - 
oils character and appeal for the German reader. 

(U) Approximately 5*000 copies of issues 11 and 12 of SuroeSdsohs Wshr-Korres- 
poadsni (Buroptsn Defense Correspondence) (SWK), the weekly military news service, 
were printed and disseminated to newspapers and periodicals throughout Vest Germany. 

In general* the content wae military and technical, almost all of the items ere factual 
or objective releases in the field of military science. Other releases* however* 
deal with recent events in Korea* developments in the Western defense effort* sad 
military history. A subtle pro-western approach is followed throughout the publi- 
cation. 

(5) Issues* 3000 copies each* of ths WSh^saenachaftllohe Bundsohau 
(Military Science Journal) (VWR) were published during the reporting period.’ In 
conjunction with a subscription campaign, 20*000 pamphlets advertising WWR were 
disseminated to private person*, book shops, libraries, and veteran* s organisations* 
during the latter part of January. Encouraging positive measures for self-defense 
and stressing the superiority of the West continue as OPC's twin objeotivee in the 
support of this publication. Since the magaaine purports to be so holer ly and 
objective, it cannot take an outspoken stand on these issues, but argues effectively 
that integration into Western defense is the only plausible course of action for 
West Germany. 

0* Reaction 

In view of the modest promotion campaign, the number of subscriptions received 
for Edition B of the DS7 is gratifying. Hie feet that the Soviets confiscated the 
latest Berlin consignment of the D6Z indicates the effectiveness of tho anti -Com- 
munist stand taken by the paper.
